On 17 November 2004, the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office as Receiving Office (the "U.S. Receiving 
Office") issued an Invitation to Correct Priority Claim (the "Invitation"). The U.S. Receiving Office contended 
that the 'Tiling date indicated for the earlier application did not fall within the period of 12 months preceding the 
international filing date" pursuant to Rule 4.10 of the Regulations Under the PCT. 

In response to the Invitation, Applicants mailed a Response to Invitation to Correct Priority Claim (the 
"Response") to the U.S. Receiving Office on 29 January 2005. In their Response, Applicants stated that the 
international application is a continuation-in-part of pending U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 10/673,980, 
filed 29 September 2003, pursuant to Rule 4. 1 1 (i v) of the Regulations Under the PCT. Applicants respectfully 
requested that the international application be treated as an application for a continuation-in-part of the earlier 
application. 

In response to the Applicant's Response, the U.S. Receiving Office mailed a Notification Relating to 
Priority Claim (the "Notification") on 18 March 2005. In its Notification, the U.S. Receiving Office stated that 
the priority claim is considered not to have been made because the applicant's Response failed to correct the 
priority claim so as to comply with the requirements set forth in Rule 4.10 of the Regulations Under the PCT. 
The Notification stated that the Applicants "may, before the technical preparation for international publication 
have been completed and subject to the payment of a fee, request the Internationa! Bureau to publish, together 
with the international application, information concerning the priority claim." 
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In reply to the U.S. Receiving Office's Notification, Applicants respectfully request that the 
International Bureau publish, together with the international application, information concerning the priority 
claim as stated in the previous paragraphs. Applicant also has had 62 Swiss francs electronically transferred to 
WIPO bank account no. CH35 0425 1048 7080 8100 0, SWIFT code: CRESCH ZZ12A at the Swiss Credit 
Bank, 121 1 Geneva 70, Switzerland for payment of the fees associated with this filing.
